Kissinger Delayed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger is putting off his trip to the 
Soviet Union for a week, apparently to con- 
centrate 
on laying the groundwork for 


negotiations on a Golan Heights disengagement 
in the Middle East. 


The secretary had planned to go to Moscow 


next weekend on a four-or five-day trip devoted 
primarily to finding ways to accelerate the 
Geneva talks on a new U.S.-Soviet agreement 
limiting nuclear weapons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


debate has 
shown deep 


legislation to provide the death penalty for 
federal offenses involving treason, espionage 
or murder. Sen. Floyd K. Haskell, D-Colo., has 
offered an amendment which would obviate a 
mandatory death sentence in certain cir- 
cumstances. However, sponsors of the bill 
object that this would undercut its basic 
framework, which is designed to overcome a 
1972 Supreme Court decision that the death 
penalty has been applied in too random and dis- 
criminatory a manner to be constitutional.

Navarro County commissioners Monday told 


Julius Jacobs, a member of the Corsicana 
Library Board, that commissioners want the 
librarians to begin keeping track of how many 
bounty residents from outside of Corsicana 
check out books. 


County Judge Rob Dunn and Arlon Simmons, 


commissioner of Precinct 2, said the data 
would be valuable in the future when allocating 
money for the library. 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove objected to the 


request and voted against it, saying he felt the 
commissioners were "creating unnecessary 
work. The other commissioners voted for it. 


MRS. MARCIA BRALY, head librarian, said 


Tuesday morning that she had not been told 
about the commissioners request and had "no 
comment to make at this time." 


The county has budgeted $5,000 for the 


library in the current budget. The money is 
budgeted from revenue-sharing funds. 


Members of the library board had expressed 


a preference that the county budget the funds 
from general funds instead of revenue-sharing 
funds so that the library could obtain a mat- 
ching-fund grant. 


EM OTHER business Monday afternoon Dunn 


announced that Walter Erwin would serve as 
auctioneer for the public auction of the Sears 
Building and three automobiles at 10 a.m. 
Monday. He said he would serve without cost to 
the county. 


The auction will be held in the county cour- 


troom. 


Proceeds of the sale of the Sears Building, at 


301 N. Beaton, have been designated for the 
construction of a new pediatric department in 
Navarro County Memorial Hospital. 


In addition, to the sale of the building, three 


sheriff's department vehicles—two 1971 Ford 4- 
door sedans and one 1969 Chevrolet 4-door 
sedan—are to be auctioned. 


THE COMMISSIONERS approved a motion 


by Simmons, authorizing the commissioners' 
secretary to write a letter to Sheriff Jerry 
Shelton that the three cars be placed on the 
southeast corner of the County Jail parking lot 
for inspection prior to the sale.

Railroad Crossing Here 
Is Getting Repair Work

A rough railroad crossing that 


has prompted several irate 
remarks from local citizens who 
travel it is undergoing a "major 
overhaul" in South Corsicana. 


Guy Rushin, traffic safety 


coordinator, said the Southern 
Pacific Railroad crossing at 
South 15th St. near Poeboy Auto 
Parts is being repaired. 


Rushin said the crossing has 


been the subject of several 
complaints 
due 
to 
its 


unhospitable 
nature 
toward 


automobile traffic. In recent 
weeks, for example, Rushin 
said a tire blowout was reported 
at the crossing and a motor- 
cycle accident. 


THE CROSSING has become 


a "bad spot" through the years, 
according to Rushin, although 
the railroad company is not 
entirely at fault. He said minor 
repairs have been previously 
attempted, 
but 
this 
major 


repair job should have a more 
permanent effect. 


Albert Bigler, roadmaster for 


Southern Pacific, termed the 
repairs a "major overhaul." He 
said new timber will be in- 
stalled, plus rails and extensive 
welding work. 


Bigler said the work at the 


crossing, including labor and 
materials, 
will 
cost 
ap- 


proximately $3,000. He said a 
"temporary crossing" which 
will permit uninterrupted flow 
of 
train 
traffic 
should 
be 


complete by Friday. 


A PERMANENT crossing 


will be finished as materials 
become available, according to 
Bigler, possibly within two 
weeks. He said this type of "two 
phase" repair job is standard 
practice to prevent traffic in- 
terruptions. 


Rushin said the South 15th 


crossing was one of the first to 
be identified as needing repairs 
when he became traffic safety 
coordinator approximately a 
year ago. He said as far as he 
knows this is the first crossing 
to receive major repairs that 
have been scheduled by three 
railroad companies. 


Bigler confirmed Southern 


Pacific plans repair work on at 
least 
two or 
three 
other 


crossings within the next three 
weeks. He said getting labor for 
the jobs is a problem at this 
time. He indicated crossings on 
South Main St. will be included 
in that group. 


Rushin said late this morning 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 
indicated the city will be in- 
volved in the South 15th repair 
work. Rushin said he un- 
derstands the railroad rails will 
be 
elevated 
approximately 


three or four inches and the city 
will have to pour pavement to 
complement the change. 


Rushin said he was previously 


unaware the city would be in- 
volved in the work to an ex- 
tensive degree. Rushin also said 
Ballenger indicated South 15th 
may be temporarily closed to 
automobile traffic during the 
repair time.

'Bond Streets' Here 
A re Sho wing Progress

Despite what seems to be 


"tedious" progress at times, 
according to City Manager Dick 
Ballenger, signficant headway 
is being made on several "bond 
streets" in Corsicana. 


Ballenger said the "bond 


streets," where repairs and 
construction are being financed 
with local bond funds, are in 
various stages of completion. 


He said Park Row in South 


Corsicana, for example, 
is 


nearly completed. Basic con- 
struction is practically finished 
and mostly clean-up work is still 
to be done. 


BALLENGER explained this 


does not mean minor repairs 
will not be needed. He said there 
is a possibility a "dip" in the 
street will require additional 
work and medians may need 
more "fill dirt." 


Other 
streets, 
such 
as 


Oaklawn and parts of North 
Beaton, are being prepared for 
paving, according to Ballenger. 
He said Oaklawn has been 
curbed and "final 
shaping" 


work is now being finished. 
Gutter work and paving will be 
forthcoming. 


At least three water line 


breaks on far North Beaton, 
past 
Fannin 
Elementary 


School, have delayed progress 
there, according to Ballenger. 


Two of the water line ruptures 


were caused when graders hit 
irregularly located extensions 
to the main line, Ballenger said. 
He said the extensions are 
usually placed beside the main

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — 


Egypt's leading newspaper pre- 
dicts that the Arab oil minis- 
ters meeting today in Tripoli 
will follow President Anwar Sa- 
dat's lead and end the oil em- 
bargo 
against 
the 
United 


States. Diplomats in the Libyan 
capital are doubtful. 


There is also a possibility 


that some of the nations will 
abandon 
the 
embargo 
and 


some, like Libya, will continue 
it. 


The meeting will be the 


Arabs' third try to get together 
on Sadat's proposal to end the 
embargo in appreciation for 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's efforts in getting Is- 
raeli forces withdrawn from the 
Suez Canal. Meetings scheduled 
for Feb. 14 in Tripoli and last 
Sunday in Cairo were cancelled 
because of Algerian and Libyan 
opposition. 


The embargo on shipments to 


the United States and the Neth- 
erlands has been in effect since 
the October Arab-Israeli war 
because of their support of Is- 
rael. Syria, Algeria and Libya 


want it to continue until Israel 
agrees to pull back on the Sy- 
rian front. 


The prediction of success for 


the Egyptian president's pro- 
posal to call off the oil war 
came from the Tripoli corre- 
spondent of Al Ahram, the 
Cairo newspaper that 
often 


speaks for the Egyptian gov- 
ernment. He reported the meet- 
ing today would end the ban on 
shipments to the United States 
and the Netherlands and sus- 
pend the cutbacks in production 
of 25 per cent and more that 
were ordered in hopes other oil- 
buying nations would exert ef- 
fective pressure on the United 
States. 


Al Ahram said the meeting 


would end with a communique 
analyzing the effects of the oil 
weapon and explaining the de- 
cision to shelve it. It said the 
conference would recognize the 
U.S. government's efforts to re- 
solve the Middle East conflict 
and would be within the frame- 
work of the Arabs' "policy of 
flexibility." 


line but these two were above it. 


HAVING no way of knowing 


the extensions were above the 
main line, Ballenger said, the

The excess pressure on the 


"collar" caused it to burst, 
Ballenger said. As a result, the 
entire main water line has 
been lowered approximately 
one foot, he added. "Base 
preparations" and curbing will 
be started as soon as the con- 
tractors can begin, Ballenger 
said. 


Ballenger said the work on 


this particular part of North 
Beaton is partially financed by 
property owner assessments 
plus revenue sharing money, 
although most of the North 
Beaton work is being financed 
with bond funds. 


Construction near the bridge 


on North Beaton, Ballenger 
said, has reached the point of 
gutter 
work 
and 
paving 


preparations. 


MAJOR concrete work on 


Hardy Ave. is nearing com- 
pletion, according to Ballenger. 
He said the street is being 
widened four feet on each side. 
The north said is completed and 
approximately 50 feet remains 
to be poured on the south side, 
he said. 


Once completed, the concrete 


will be topped with asphalt and 
guard rails will be installed at 
various locations, Ballenger 
said. 


Other streets nearing com- 


pletion include South 37th Street 
and East Fifth Avenue. Mostly 
clean-up work is all that's 
required 
on 
South 
37th, 


Ballenger said. He said utility 
adjustments and storm drain 
work are still to be completed 
on East Fifth. 


Ballenger said he realizes 


many local citizens are being 
inconvenienced by the con- 
struction 
work on 
several 


streets, but progress is being 
made. 


The city manager said he can 


assure the citizens, however, 
the finished product will be 
worth the wait. Ballenger said 
rising costs are 
constantly 


limiting additional projects, but 
he is doing all he can to assure 
all scheduled work is com- 
pleted. 


A Texan Lost In Texas 
'Big Spring Formula' Found To Be Accurate in Forecasting Texas Dust Storms

Mrs. Housewife, when your 


husband writes his name in the 
dust on the furniture, tell him to 
get a cloth and start work. It 
may take both of you to keep the 
house clean this spring. 


This is on the authority of 


D.W. Fryrear of Big Spring out 
in West Texas and he just never 
misses. He's got a better odds 
record than Nick the Greek, the 
Ijas Vegas gambling authority. 


Fryrear 
is 
agricultural 


engineer at the Agriculture 
Department's Big Spring Field 
Station. 


Among his jobs is predicting 


the number of dust storms for 
Texas. 


"Itdoesn'tlook very good this 


year," he said. 


"Believe we sent you a little 


dust last week," he added, 
referring to dust reaching as far 
east as Dallas a month ago. 


Fryrear 
and 
his 
staff 


estimate that there will be 74 
days of blowing dust 
this 


season, "considerably more," 
he says, "than in the past 20 
years." 


The station began making 


predictions in 1953. 


"That year we estimated 56 


days of blowing dust and we had 
55. Normally we come with in 
three days," says Fryrear. 


Last year, for instance, the 


estimate was 25 days and the 
station measured 26. 


The estimates are based on 


what is called the "Big Spring 
formula." 


And it has nothing much to do 


with what is happening now. 
The dust you get today has its 
history back in September, 
October, 
November 
and 


December. 


The formula involves rainfall, 


wind 
movement 
and 


evaporation in those months. 


In the area surveyed, Fryrear 


said, there has been only about 
three-quarters of an inch of rain 
in the last four months plus a 
half inch of snow in January. 


"We had high wind movement 


those 
months 
and 
this 


aggravated the situation," the 
researcher added. 


The formula results in Big 


Spring apply pretty well to all of 
Texas, says Fryrear. He said 
most of the dust is generated in 
the Big Spring area west into 
New Mexico. 


Dallas Agencies Not Hiring 
Enough Chicanes-Group 


DALLAS (AP) - Regional 


federal agencies in Dallas fail 
by one-half to provide jobs cor- 
responding to the percentage of 
the Spanish-surnamed popu- 
lation in the metropolitan area, 
a spokesman for a Spanish-sur- 
named group claims. 


Carlos Romero, president of 


IMAGE, a national organization 
of federal employes that seeks 
more federal jobs for the Span- 
ish-surnamed, said Tuesday at 
least five big federal agencies 
in Dallas have less than 5 per 
cent Mexican-American em- 
ployes, while the total Mexican- 
American population is 10 per 
cent. Nationally the figure is 
about seven per cent. 


Romero appeared at a joint 


news conference with Gene 
Costales, director of a Nixon 
administration program to get 
federal jobs for Spanish-sur- 
named persons. 


Romero said that in the Dal- 


las area, the Postal department 
has only 3.2 per cent Spanish- 
surnamed workers from 6,000 
total employes. 


Figures in the Transportation 


Department are 2.6 per cent, in 
the Interior Department 3.2 per 
cent, in the Veterans' Adminis- 
tration 2.6 per cent and 4.6 per 
cent in the Justice Department. 


Dallas, explained Romero, is 


a regional federal center for 
Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and Louisiana and 
thus has a high number of fed- 
eral employes. 
Farmers Fined 
For Smuggling 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) - 


Strange voices on a police radio 
led to two farmers pleading 
guilty to charges of alien 
smuggling in a federal court 
here, officers say. 


William J. Brown, 36, and 


William F. Foster, 24, both of 
Anahuac, paid $400 fines and 
received six-month jail terms 
suspended for three years after 
admitting smuggling one alien 
on Feb. 13. 


A Charlotte, Tex., constable 


testified Tuesday he heard a 
voice on his radio say, "You'd 
better go around that junction— 
there's a police car there." 


"I'll have to go through the 


junction—I don't know any oth- 
er route," a second voice re- 
plied. 


Then the first voic* said, 


"That's okay. It's just, .a con- 
stable." 


After that, the unidentified 


constable started following a 
pickup truck and later arrested 
Foster. 


Another element 
of dust 


storms hasn't been researched 
by the station but the scientists 
are beginning to get into the 
question. 


That question is the severity 


of dust storms. 


In other words, is it a big one 


or a little one? 


Some storms have picked up 


dust 
from 
Colorado, 
New 


Mexico and Texas in blinding 
clouds and carried them into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


But that isn't a good enough 


description 
for a 
scientist. 


Fryrear said the best his station 


can do is measure the severity 
by the distance of visibility as 
reported 
by 
the 
National 


Weather Service. 


"In 1972 we made some tests 


with the National Center for 
Atmospheric Research to see 
how much dust was in the air," 
said Fryrear. 


"Visibility was a half mile 


during the test," he said, calling 
it not a very bad dust storm but 
bad enough. 


"The dust cloud covered 130 


million acres, and six million 
tons of soil were in the cloud," 
he said. 


But that one "was not as bad 


as the other day," he said, 
referring to the Feb. 18 storm 
which reached 
Dallas 
and 


farther east. 


The Feb. 18 one was started 


by winds of 62 miles per hour in 
the Guadalupe Pass, 55 at 
Midland and 30 to 40 in other 
parts of West Texas. 


That's not remarkable, but 


why does the dust blow some 
times and not at other periods? 


Volumes of scholarly works 


have been written about this. 
Simplified, one little particle of 
soil starts moving, bumps into 


another and starts it on its path. 


Multiply this billions of times 


and you have a dust storm. If 
the wind is high enough you get 
sand particles moving and you 
have a sandstorm which can 
strip the paint off a car. 


Soil experts have found a way 


to stop dust storms if there is 
any 
subsurface 
moisture 


although it doesn't make sense 
at first look. 


It would appear that plowing 


a field would make the soil 
looser and more liable to blow. 


Fryrear explains it this way: 


Plowing brings clods of earth to 


the surface and the wim\ can't 
blow them. They protect the 
soil. 


Of course, if. the plow only 


turns up more dust in severely 
dry periods it isn't going to help 
much. 


The term "Dust Bowl" has 


become a part of the language. 
It has been applied to vast areas 
in the 1930s, but actually was a 
relatively small region touching 
Colorado, New Mexico, Texas, 
Kansas and Oklahoma. The 
land just drifted and most 
farms were abandoned. 


Persons throughout the nation 


were quick to criticize the 
farmers, claiming they never 
should have plowed the soil, 
that they should have left the 
land in grass. 


Better informed persons said 


the state of the art of farming 
wasn't advanced enough to 
know the plowing technique to 
keep down the dust. 


Besides, drought-hit farmers 


didn't have enough money to 
plow if they had been educated 
in control measures. 


The government and science 


evenutally helped them and you 
don't find any Dust Bowl today. 


Texas, 
New Mexico and 


nearby states have no monopoly 
on dust storms. 


For instance, they are so 


severe along an 81-mile stretch 


on Interstates 8 and 10 in Ari- 
zona that 20 highway traffic- 
deaths 
were 
recorded 
in 


massive pileups because of the 
dust in a recent three-year 
period. 


At last reports, the Arizona 


Highway 
Department 
was 


installing flashing lights along 
the lengthy stretch to warn 
drivers. 


Nacogdoches Is Example of Bitter Struggles in Texas Over Schools 


NACOGDOCHES, Tex. (AP) 


- School board caucus at the 
drugstore. Grumbling in the 
university 
suburbs. 
Fear-si- 


lenced teachers. And an endless 
quarrel over what the children 
should learn. 


This oldest of Texas cities 


might be considered a micro- 
cosm 
of 
an 
oft-repeated 


struggle in many places be- 
tween a tight-knit insiders' 
group that runs the school sys- 
tem and a growing number of 
outsiders who want a larger 
voice in education of their chil- 
dren. 


At issue is whether the 


schools should emphasize the 
three Rs, football and benign 


desegregation or get more fa- 
cilities, better teachers and 
new buildings. 


The key is the seven-member 


school board, currently con- 
trolled by a slate known as the 
"Nacogdoches Citizens for Bet- 
ter Education," formed in the 
late 1960s in response to federal 
desegregation orders. 


Dissenters in this quiet East 


Texas city of 20,000 that in- 
cludes a sizeable university 
population say the school board 
shuts them out. 


They say the board, though 


sincere in its own beliefs, is a 
caretaker 
with conservative 


educational views which hurt 
children's chances of competing 


in an advanced society. 


The dissenters are an unorga- 


nized lot, consisting mostly of 
university-related parents but 
with strength in the rest of the 
community. A local dentist, for 
example, 
is 
considering a 


school board race. 


On the other hand, the school 


board claims backing in the 
university segment and denies 
a university-community split. 


To back their argument, 


board members can point to so- 
lid election triumphs. And the 
board says its shortcomings are 
caused by a lack of money, not 
insidious intentions. 


"I feel I represent what the 


majority of the people of the 


community want," said board 
member Branch Patton, hard- 
ware store owner, member of 
an old Nacogdoches family, and 
a leader in the controlling 
slate. 


He sipped iced tea at a drug-

education for the dollar spent 
and that's what we're trying to 
do." 


Under ths board's direction, 


this has happened: 


—A new football stadium was 


built in 1971 while plans for an 
adjoining new high school are 


still on the desk. 


—A bond proposal to air con- 


dition the schools was defeated 
last year after receiving no 
support from board members. 


—Property tax assessment 


valuations were raised to a $73 
million total but additional rev- 
enue was offset because the 
board then lowered the tax 
rate. 


—Classrooms are shabby and 


at the Raguet Elementary 
School the lighting is so poor it 
could not be used as an election 
polling place. 


—A former classroom teach- 


ers president resigned after 
pressing for certain demands 
and being put on probation. 


—Supt. Lenvill Martin an- 


nounced his retirement for Aug. 
31, one year before his contract 
would have expired, citing fi- 
nancial reasons and a desire to 
give early training to an as yet 
unnamed successor. 


Joe Tom Harris, a former 


teacher turned lumber yard op- 
erator and president of the 
school board, defends the foot- 
ball stadium, saying the school 
system which didn't have a sta- 
dium couldn't afford to use the 
one at Stephen F. Austin Uni- 
versity anymore. 


He said air conditioning isn't 


needed in the classrooms, and 
contends that critics of the 
school system don't present 


their views at school board 
meetings. 


He says the school system 


should teach its pupils "to read 
... the fundamentals of math 
... behave as a citizen of the 
United States ... and whatever 
else we can do toward lead- 
ership or vocational training." 


And he thinks the school 


board should be run by busi- 
nessmen 
because educators 


"just won't consider the fi- 
nances." 


The 4,949-pupil system has an 


operating budget of $3.1 mil- 
lion, of which local money pays 
about 20 per cent at a $1.52 per 
$100 rate on 50 per cent proper- 
ty valuation.

All were elected. 
Several teachers and parents 


emphazied what they said was 
a community fear to speak 
against the board because of 
possible economic reprisals, ac- 
tions against children, or, for 
teachers, dismissal. 


"There is an innate feeling 


not to speak out. Teachers by 
and large feel any criticism 
against the board results in dis- 
ciplinary action," said one 
teacher. 


"Please don't quote me, I'm 


not ready to move, and if my 
name appears I guarantee you 
I'll have to," said another 
teacher. 


A former president of the 


Classroom Teachers Associa- 
tion was placed on probation 
after appearing at a school 
board meeting.

School Supt. Martin, 63, an-

"people who live off taxpayers 
and said they shouldn't make 
so many complaints. 


Harris says pupils 
today 


"don't need as much in edu- 
caton. I think the world is a lot 
easier now than when I was 
young. I think our education is 
going the wrong way. For 
years we preached 'get off that 
farm.' But that can't be. So- 
mebody's gotta be there." 


And Harris says the school 


board is getting more than its 
share of the blame. 


"I wouldn't advise anyone to 


run for the school board. As a 
teacher I had something good 
happen every day. A s a board 
member something bad hap- 
pens every 30 minutes."

Osmonds (Scream!) Are Rock Singers in Tempting World and Devout Mormons Too 
Man Found Innocent in Solon Murder Plot 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 


To some people, the lives of the 
Osmonds—teen idols, night club 
stars and recording artists- 
might seem paradoxical. 


On the one hand, they are de- 


vout Mormons, pledged to ab- 
stain from alcohol, tobacco, 
coffee, 
gambling 
and pre- 


marital sex. 


On the other hand, they live 


in a world of rock music criti- 
cized by some Mormon leaders 
and they earn much of their 
wealth performing before the 
gambling crowds of I,as Vegas. 


But the 11-member family, 


which says it begins each day 
with a family prayer and gives 
10 per cent of its income to the 


Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints, sees no con- 
tradictions in lifestyle. 


"Jesus ate with the publicans 


and the sinner," Olive Osmond, 
the mother, said during an in- 
terview at the family's Provo 
home between work engage- 
ments. 


"People are people whether 


they're there to see a show or 
gamble in the slot machines," 
said her husband, George. "We 
go in the back door and out the 
back door." 


Whatever the religious con- 


siderations, the Osmonds have 
hit it big. Almost continually 
one or more of the seven sing- 
ing Osmond children has a 


record high on the charts. They 
play to standingroom crowds. 


In 1972, the Osmonds pro- 


duced 11 records, each hitting 
at least the $1 million mark in 
sales. No other 
singer 
or 


group—not the Beatles, not 
Elvis Presley—had so many 
gold recores in one year. 


The seven performing Os- 


monds are Alan, 24; Wayne, 22; 
Merrill, 20; Jay, 19; Donny, 16; 
Marie, 14, and Jimmy, 10. Two 
older children in the family, 
Virl and Tom, are deaf and 
work on "Osbro"—a name giv- 
en some family productions. 


Alan, Wayne, Merrill and Jay 


were 
the original 
Osmond 


Brothers, 
but 
Donny 
later 


joined them. Jimmy solos and 
sometimes performs 
novelty 


acts with the group, while 
Marie is getting into the coun- 
try and western field with her 
recent top-of-the-charts "Paper 
Roses." 


Donny, who appears monthly 


on the covers of fan magazines 
aimed at teen-age girls, was 
not allowed to date until his 
16th 
birthday last December, 


the family says. 


The covers of 16, Fave, Tiger 


Beat and Teen Life scream: 
"Donny Tells All!," "Donny's 
Secret Love Talk," "His Hid- 
den Passions," end ask, "Are 
You His Future Wife?" 


When he appears in public he 


sometimes is mobbed by girls 
who want to touch him, kiss 
him, get his autograph, or just 
stare. 


What causes the hysteria 


over Donny? 


Gloria Stavers, editor of 16 


magazine, says, "A girl at the 
age of 11 or 12 needs a safe, 
distant love object for her bud- 
ding and rather intense awak- 
ening to feelings of love for the 
opposite sex." 


Donny 
has 
his own ex- 


planation. 


"Around my age, they (girls) 


want to cry and scream and 
stuff like that," he says. "And 
songs that I record they can re- 
late 
to very 
well. 'Puppy 


Love'—they're true songs; pup- 
py love actually goes on." 


He is not bothered by the fan 


magazines. 


"It's fun to go through them 


once in awhile," 
he says. 


"They get off some stories that 
could become dangerous. But 
you have to admit they do help 
us and they helped us become 
more popular." 


The progress of the family 


from obscurity 
in Utah to 


bright lights in I.as Vegas can 
be measured step by step. 


They started with barbershop 


harmonies at their church-spon- 
sored family home evenings, 
then went from civic club dates 
to Disneyland, to the Andy Wil- 


liams television show for nine 
seasons and finally to Caesar's 
Palace in I,as Vegas. They 
recently signed a four-year con- 
tract with the Tropicana in I^is 
Vegas.

Two other defendants were 


charged in the case—Harvey 
Doyle Castlernan, 42, and his 
brother, Gerald Wayne Castle- 
rnan, ,'!4, of Shepherd, Tex. 


Gerald granted immunity in 


the case and testified against 
Hanks. Harvey, the man Ger- 
ald charged with the go-be- 
tween in the case, pleaded guil- 
ty and was assessed the max- 
imum term of 10 years. An 
habitual 
criminal 
charge 


against Harvey, which carries 
a life sentence, was dropped. 
Harvey, whom Gerald said was 
the only person to talk to 


Hanks about the alleged plot, 
did not testify. 


Richard Haynes, Hanks' at- 


torney, did not put on a single 
witness to rebut the state's 
case. He said the state did not 
prove any of the allegations, so 
none of the 10 defense wit- 
nesses called were necessary. 


"The state's case was just in- 


herently incredible," Haynes 
said.
